In announcing the sale, Mr. Blank 
said: ‘The sale is prompted by my 
desire to take a much needed rest 
after many years of constant thea- 
tre activity. I have no immediate 
plans for the future.”

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SUNSHINE SHOWMEN 


“Sunshine Showmen!” 


William Saal, (genial, dynamic and likeable “Bill” to those who 
know him, with his slow, southern drawl and lightning‘ mind,) 
popped the phrase the other day in a discussion of showmen, who 
are satisfied with skimming the cream of fairweather bookings and 
conditions, and blandly folding up when the going needs effort. 


Mr. Saal, as head of Publix film booking department, was in a 
discussion with Division Directors Feld, Schneider and Fitzgibbons. 


“Attractions that are so good you could play them in barns and 
still make money shouldn’t count. It’s the general ‘average that 
takes us over the hill. We pick product with the thought in mind 
of getting the best obtainable. Such being the case; it is then up to 
all of us to present our merchandise to the public as the best that 
anyone can offer. Certainly out of fifty-two attractions, some will 
be outstanding. The remainder must be given every, possible effort 
in making the public acquainted with the good points of each so 
they will gross equitable returns. Real showmen do this. When 
showmen expect to get a “Singing Fool” or a “Canary Murder 
Case” or a “‘Letter” week after week. they ask the impossible. At- 
tractions with stars or authors of lesser magnitude invariably have 
countless talking points of great public appeal if only these points 
are dug out by the sunshine showmen and alluringly presented. 
The public wants a chance to make up its mind whether or not to 
see every attraction. I have seen cases where the apathy of a thea- 
tre staff killed high-average attractions, before the attraction even 
opened.” ! 


Mr. Saal’s remarks were vigorously endorsed by Messrs. Sehnei- 
der, Feld and Fitzgibbons, so this editorial may be accepted by 
everyone at face value. 


REMEMBER THE LAUGH! 


While on the subject of sunshine and showmen, it might be 
apropos to mention that great spreader of sunshine which plays such 
a vital role in the scheme of all true showmen—the LAUGH. 


Remember the LAUGH and keep it wholely. 


Showmen, ever since the beginning of time, have recognized the 
unquestionable value of the laugh in their business. The greatest 
of them all, P. T. Barnum, got more laughs out of life, personally, 
than any man of his time and age. It is generally conceded that the 
incorporation of these laughs into his business had a gredt deal to 
do-with his success as a showman, 


The principle underlying this is sound and practical, psychologi- 
cally. The laugh is a great attention getter. The laugh is the 
greatest known dissolver of indifference. Its efficacy is known by 
every speaker, facing a strange audience, who invariably starts with 
a gag. Intelligent and productive salesmen usually wisecrack a 
tough prospect into good humor and then the rest is easy. A 
laugh not only grabs attention but holds it. Which, perhaps, ex- 
plains why Charlie Chaplin is known in straggling Bedouin villages 
on the border of the Sahara desert while pale tragedians limit their 
following to a handful of anemic aesthetes in the capital cities of 
their native land. 

Publix showmen should profit by this principle and incorporate 
the laugh in every phase of their business. A peppy, humorous 
trailer interspersed with a few catch lines, will sell your show 
better than a sedate statement of fact, even if couched in the most 
meticulous English. The same is true of your ads, or any other 
medium by which you communicate with a prospective ticket buyer. 


Remember the LAUGH and keep it wholely.
